The document in Lao, numbered #1, is an anonymous letter that came from within 
VP’s camp last year by a defector. In it he details the ‘sins’ of VP’s group. Would be 
worth translating for general information. 

Document #2 is an ‘official order’ from the resistance (NeoHome) with their seal and 
signed by VP. It details the cost of commissions being sold in his army. The list is as 
follows; 1 st and 2 ad lieutenant - $500.00, Captain - SI, 000. 00, Major/Lt. Colonel 
$2,000.00, Colonel - $3,000.00, Brigadier General - $5,000.00, Major General - 
$8,000.00, Lt. General - $12,000.00. There was no four star general available at the 
time of this document (1992), as that was reserved solely for VP. Since he was 
recently ‘promoted’ to Prime Minister of Laos, we understand there have been some 
four stars promoted. There has always been a monthly fee attached to these also, 
graduated by rank. Big bucks over the last decade or so when you consider that he 
has over 400 generals alone, and these are 1992 prices. If you get three months in 
arrears on the monthly fees, you lose the commission and have to reapply and pay the 
big money again. 

Document #3 is a letter from VP to all clan and resistance group leaders encouraging 
people to apply for the commissions so as to support the resistance. 

The roster is from an event held in April 1996 that is a group of VP’s supporters. VP 
is listed as #103. 


Thai Vang, who was one of the Thailand detainees that was ransomed out by VP, went on 
a recruiting tour as a hero when he returned to help with fund-raising for the resistance. 
We are told he has returned to Thailand in the last few weeks. 


I want to ask you for a favor. If you haven’t contacted 


yet, I would ask that 


you do so. He is feeling left out of the process right now. | | is a good man, and has 
done a lot of work on your requests, and it would help to have you contact him directly

A source, not in a position to testify, provided the 
following information: 

The CHAO FA and NEO HOM would not willfully target 
American citizens or commit acts of terroism on United States soil 
as they depend on the support of the United States in their 
resistance activities against the Government of Laos (GOL) . He/she 
believed that the recent bombings in the Spring of 2000 in Laos, 
were committed by small urban groups of Laotians that dislike the 
GOL but are not part of an organized resistance group. 

Small groups would commit acts of violence and then claim 
•that .the CHAO FA or another resistance group committed the act. 

The source stated that these groups are very small and numerous and 
many of them do not have a specific name nor do they know about 
other anti -government groups. They do not coordinate with each 
other for fear that one will compromised by the Laotian government 
and it will compromise other groups . 

There are 68 different ethnicities and dialects of 
languages in Laos . The source did not believe that the Laotian 
government would give into the demands of the CHAO FA or NEO HOM 
for an autonmous Hmong homeland within Laos because if the 
Government of Laos (GOL) did that, they would have to give 
autonomous homelands to all 68 ethnicities in Laos. The source 
stated that neither CHAO FA nor NEO HOM has any active personnel in 
the Vien Tiene, Laos. 

The GOL is too strong in the capital city and neither of 
the resistance groups have been able to obtain operating cells 
there. It is very likely that small anti -government groups located 
within Laos would be willing to target foreigners for acts of 
violence because that would raise attention to the problems in 
Laos. The source advised that thousands of Laotians have died at 
the hands of the communists and the outside world has not taken 
notice, but if one foreigner gets injured then it becomes an 
international incident.

Cur rent inv estigations: 

■ Ly | 1 1 believe they are dead and would not be surprised if their remains are never found. It would b 6 
probably take the full cooperation of the Government of Laos to determine what happened and to recover to 7 C 
their remains. 

- General Pao: The FBI is still conducting an investigation into his organizations actions. I would not 
feel comfortable in discussing exact details of a ongoing investigation. The FBI is attempting to develop 
a strong intelligence base and has conducted numerous interview. 

- Cambodia Freedom Fighters: The FBI has previously looked into CFF and interviewed Yasith Chhun, 
head of CFF. When we initially looked into CFF, no violent activity had been attributed to them. We will 
begin to re-evaluate what intelligence we may have. 

- Vietnam Freedom Fighters: When this organization sent a fax threatening to carry out violent activity 
in Vietnam, the FBI interviewed the originator of the fax. This individual admitted that it was just a scare 
tactic and they did not have the ability to carry out any actions. The hope of VFF was to scare off 
potential tourism trade. We explained the law and how they may be in violation. If these actions 
continued we would attempt to have them prosecuted. The FBI did not feel the Ly Thong case was 
suitable for investigation and prosecution in a US court of law. DOJ concurred with this reasoning. 

Possibility of sharing information: 

First the sharing of law enforcement information should be from our Legat/FBI to the appropriate law 
enforcement agency in each respective country. This should be handled on a case by case basis and 
when necessary utilization of MLATS should be used. We are against providing information to a particular 
country by means other than the Legat or a FBI representative. Political Officers/Counselor 
Officers/RSO/ROAL should not be involved in obtaining information, evidence, or conducting interviews of 
sources, witnesses or subjects or evidence without coordination with the Legat. The FBI does not have a 
list of "trouble makers" to provide to any of the countries. I think it would be very dangerous to provide 
names without specific reasons and only after all legal concerns have been evaluated. DOJ reinforced 
this reasoning. 

To completely disrupt insurgency initiatives, we believe the Thai government would have to provide 
additional information. We believe the Thai government has established sources within the Lao-Hmong 
and Cambodian communities operating along the Lao border. The Thai government mostly likely knows 
when & what actions are about to commence. If the Thai government was serious why did they allow the 
Ambits who they arrested in February pay a small fine and then release them. Why where they not 
prosecuted to set an example. If Thailand would give us more information it would allow us to better 
identify the connection between Ambits and the insurgency activities. 

What current provisions exist to further bilateral cooperation: 

The use of MLATS between Thailand and the US are available, as well as just law enforcement to law 
enforcement. 

Limitations on what can be discussed publicly: 

I do not thing we should speak about a singular event. I would support the US Government making a

The meeting lasted for over 1 Vz hours so I did not cover all areas of conversation, but tried to stick with 
the major discussions. 

I think overall the meeting went well. I stressed that the Legal needs to be engaged immediately not after 
Ambassadors/DCMs and all other elements of the embassy have been meeting with host country 
officials. That the only way we can obtain convictions is by police-police cooperation on a case by case 
basis. DOJ confirmed that they are willing to prosecute the cases.

Blast rocks immigration office 


Vientiane rules out 
Thai bomb claims 




ine Thais were wounded in an 
w . explosion that rocked the Lao 
immigration office near the Thai-Lao 
Friendship Bridge opposite Nong Khai. 

A source said the blast was at the 
counter of the immigration office, 200m 
from the bridge on the Mekong river. 

The wounded were among about 50 
Thais queuing -at immigration before 
returning to Nong Khai. 

Most of the wounded suffered burns, 
some serious. 

Ambassador Suvit Simasakul sent his 
staff to help take the wounded back for 
treatment on the Thai side. Four of the 


Thais were missing and it was not 
known if they sought treatment in Laos 
or returned to Thailand. 

Lao officials said the explosion was 
from a power transformer, but Thai 
officials believed it was a bomb. 

A number of bombs exploded in Laos 
.■last year. Vientiane said they were 
planted by a resistance group. 

♦ Laos has repeated its call for Thai- 
land to send for trial 28 members of an 
• anti-Vientiane group arrested in Sirind- 
horn district, Ubon Ratchathani, after a 
raid on Lao border offices on July 3 last 
year, said a Supreme Command source. 

A group of men who claimed to be 
members of a US-based .resistance 
movement raided the offices at Vang 
Tao, opposite Chong Mek, and. six -of 
them were killed in the ensuing clash. 


After .the raid, 28 fled across the border 
to Chong Mek and were arrested. Eleven 
were carrying Thai ID cards. The Lao 
government has since asked Thailand to 
send them all back for trial. 

The 28 suspects have been detained 
on charges of illegal entry, illegal 
assembly and possessing war weapons. 
Thailand has said the rebels will be sent 
back after their trial is over. • 

The source said Maj-Gen Douan- 
gchai Phichit, chief of.the general staff of 
the Lao People’s Armed Forces, raised 
the matter with Supreme Commander 
‘ Geii Sampao Chusri last week. 

He also thought there were still rem- 
nants of the resistance movement oper- 
ating along the Thai-Lao border. Gen 
Sampao pledged to provide Laos with 
information on them. 


Four Thai tourists are missing after an explosion 
in which nine others were injured at a Lao 
immigration office 200m from the Thai-Laos 
Friendship Bridge at 4pm yesterday.

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BRIEF REPORT ON DR- YANG DAO’S MEETING 
WITH MR- SOMSAVAT LENGSAVAD, DEPUTY PRIME 
MINISTER & MINISTER OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS OF 
THE LAO PEOPLE’S DEMOCRATIC REPUBLIC 
IN LOS ANGELES, CA, OCTOBER 2, 1999 


At the meeting of October 2, 1999, in Los Angeles, California, Mr, Somsavat Lengsavad, 
Deputy Prime Minister and Minister of Foreign Affairs of Laos delivered a speech to a 
group of Laotian Americans from several parts of the United States. Here are the essential 
parts of his speech: 

“There have been several conflicts in Laotian history which forced the Laotian people to 
fight against each other in the past. All these because of foreign powerful countries’ 
political ideologies. Today we must forget the past and must work together for peace and 
for the development of our country which faces tremendous economic and financial 
difficulties. Laos needs help because it has not enough money and not enough educated 
persons, which are the two key factors for the development of the country”. 

“ The Lao policy has been changed. It is now more opened. We are looking forward to 
having good relationships with our neighbors and other countries, We have received loans, 
and assistance from outside, but they are still not sufficient to face the current economic 
problems.” 

“ No matter which ethnic group we are from, we are ail Laotians. You still are Laotians 
even though you are living in another country. You must help your country. There are 
several ways to do so. Each of you can help accordingly to your capacity by investing 
directly in the county, by sending money or by other means. Take the examples of the 
Jews and the Chinese in the USA who help their respective countries.” 

“The Lao market is a free market. The Laotian people who work must enjoy the profits 
for themselves, their families, and their country...” 

“ The past is a lesson; the present is a combat; and the future is up to all of us.” 

After Mr. Somsavat Lengsavad’s speech, Dr. Yang Dao was invited to address his 
concerns and opinions as follows: 

“Mr. Deputy Prime Minister, 

Misters Ambassadors (from Washington, D.C., & from Bangkok) 

Ladies and Gentlemen: 

First of all, 1 would like to thank Professor Khamchong Luangpraseut for inviting me to 
this meeting which 1 consider very important and meaningful after 25 years of living 
away from Laos. I am honored to meet Mr. Somsavat Lengsavad, Deputy PrimeMinister

and Minister of Foreign Affairs of Laos, who is willing to spare some valuable time in his 
sSlfto corSto visit us, Laotian refugees, in the United States. I time in his 
busy schedule to come to visit us, Laotian refugees, in the United States. I would like to 
would like to take this opportunity to express my appreciation to the Laotian 
for its desire to bring peace for the Laotian people of all ethnic groups and for its national 
X thfoh tSSi also those Laotians who have left Laos to live in foreign Countries. 

Mr Deputy Prime Minister, I am very pleased to hear you talk about the development 
issues of Laos, and I am happy to learn that you desire to study with the Laotian people 
living outside of Laos the possible ways to work together for foe development of foe 
country You ask us to preserve our Laotian cultural traditions in the Urn e ’ 

you encourage those who live inside Laos to work hard to build a better society and to 
contribute to the economic development of the country. All this makes me feel that you 
Je a tdonal leader who cares about the future of our Laotian nation. Your vision is 

meaningful to me. 

Today the world is moving toward a new era You said that the Laotian P e ° ple ’ 

outside the country, should forget the aftermath of the . paS « Y °, U wars 
lesson for all of us. Either side of the Laotian people had suffered temhly during the 
in Uos in the past Even though we, Laotians living outside Laos, oame to know some 
modern oom&rt we feel homfsick, due to our love for Laos Therefore, I dtd what was 
possible to come to this gathering to meet with you and to hear your message with my 

own ears. 

Professor Khamchong asked me to talk about the education of our Laotian people living 
outside Laos and, more particularly, in the United States. When our Laotian refugees just 
arrived in this country, they encountered many difficulties of adjusting themselves 
new cultural, social and economic environment, due to the language barriers. Oidy 
small number of them were able to speak English. Therefore over foe first decade ^1975- 
1985), more than 200 Lao-Hmong refugees mysteriously died in sleep. Th ! 
community was unable to determine the causes of these mysterious deaths^ Therefor 
some American physicians asked about my opinion. I explained foat, according o y 
understanding, concerns, worries, insecurity for the future, due to language > bam lers and 
lack of professional skills, probably constituted the causes of these sudden deate wfo 
the Lao-Hmong community in the United States over the first decade of its resettlement 

in this country. 

Since 1986, the situation of foe Lao-Hmong refugees in the United States has been 
gradually improved. Thanks to education, generalized in this country, today each Hm g 
American family has three or four English speaking persons at home who are able to 
bridge foe Hmong and American cultures. Our young people from all Laotian ethnic 
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groups took advantage of their presence in the United States to study and to leant. Many • 
of them have already graduated from American colleges and universmes throughout the 

country. I do not possess any list (number) of the Lowland Lao people who received their 
doctorate degrees, but I do have last year's list (by disciplines of doctorate degrees) of 
the Lao-Hmong doctors (numbers without names and addresses) which I. would, be 
pleased to give to you. In spite of this educational success, our Lao-Hmong American 
community in the U.S. is currently facing some youth problems. Because both Parents 
work and, due to language barriers, they are not able to help their children with thar 
homework, some of their children have joined the local gang organizations. Overall, the 
Laotian community in the United States is working hard to adjust itself to American 

society. 

Mister Deputy Prime Minister, I would like also to take this opportunity to submit three 
propositions for you to present to the Laotian government in Vientiane (capital of Laos). 

First of all, you said that history is a lesson. I do not need to explain how much this lesion 
has been painful for both sides of the (Laotian) belligerents in the past. In Laotian history, 
the Laotian people had never desired to leave their own country. (In 1975) we left Laos 
because of the international political circumstances. I believe that you, Mister Deputy 
Prime Minister, you will do whatever in your power to build a better understanding 
between the Laotian people of all ethnic groups living inside Laos and the Laotian, 
community of all ethnic groups living outside the country. 1 hope that you will be tins 
bridge which contributes to better communications between the two Laotian 
communities. The lack of communications between us is the source of our 
misunders tan ding and the cause of the persistence of our national Laotian problem. As 
the entire world is moving toward the 21 11 century, I think it is time for all of us to forget 
the past as you have, suggested. Each and everyone of us who live outside Laos has to 
change (from our old ideas to the new ones). I also believe that you and the current 
leaders of Laos are also ready to change. In this perspective, I submit this proposition to 
you and the current Laotian government to organize, under the auspices of the United 
Nations and with the participation of the representatives of our neighboring countries, a 
conference which will involve all concerned Laotian parties from inside Laos and from 
all the continents (where the Laotian refugee communities live) to discuss Laotian 
national issues. We must improve what is not good enough; we must change what is 
harmful (to the Laotian national interest); and we must provide (the Laotian people) with 
what they need. 

My second proposition to you is as follows: we, the Laotian people living overseas, are 
also very concerned about the current (social and economic) situation in Laos. We desire 
to bring our contribution to the development of Laos. During vacation periods, many 
Laotian American workers have 2 to 3 weeks of vacation. They are teachers and 
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professors, medical doctors or dentists, technicians or computer specialists. Some of them 
want to take their vacation days to go back to Laos to help the Laotian population. I 
would like to ask the Laotian government to provide them with all the necessary 
conditions to bring their contribution to the country. 

My third proposition to you is that in this country (U.S.A.) we have made good 
connections with American foundations. Some of them are willing to assist Laos to 
alleviate its social and economic problems. However, these foundations are non- 
governmental organizations (N.G.Os.) which have their own policies. These policies are 
not to provide direct humanitarian assistance to any government, but through an existing 
N.G.O. in place in the country to-be-assisted. It is to say that American foundations 
would be willing to provide humanitarian assistance to Laos through a N.G.O. which, in 
cooperation with the Laotian governmental representatives, will send the assistance to the 
Laotian population in an area of Laos, determined by the Laotian government according 
to the needs of the Laotian population. 

I hope that you, Mister Deputy Prime Minister, and the Laotian government will consider 
my three propositions mentioned above. Thank you very much.” 

Mr. Somsavat Lengsavad promised to convey Dr. Yang Dao’s propositions to the
